The  KPFA  FOLIO  is  published  monthly  by  the  Promotion  Department  of  KPFA  and  is  dis- 
tributed free  as  a  service  to  the  subscribers  of  this  listener-supported  station.  The  FOLIO 
provides  a  detailed  schedule  of  programs  broadcast.  A  limited  edition  is  published  in  braille. 
Dates  after  program  listings  indicate  a  repeat  broadcast. 

KPFA  is  a  non-commercial,  educational  radio  station  which  broadcasts  with  59,000  watts 
at  94.1  MHz.  Monday  through  Friday  broadcasting  begins  at  7:00  a.m.,  and  on  weekends  and 
holidays  at  8:00  a.m.  Programming  usually  lasts  well  past  midnight.  Listeners  in  certain  parts 
of  the  East  Bay  who  have  difficulty  receiving  KPFA  can  hear  these  programs  broadcast  simul- 
taneously on  KPFB,  which  broadcasts  with  150  watts  at  89.3  MHz. 

KPFA  is  owned  and  operated  by  Pacifica  Foundation,  a  non-profit,  tax-exempt  educational 
organization.  Pacifica  Foundation  was  established  in  1946  and  is  incorporated  under  the 
laws  of  California.  Administrative  offices  are  located  at  2207  Shattuck  Avenue,  Berkeley, 
California  94704.  Other  Pacifica  stations  are  KPFK,  Los  Angeles,  California  91604,  and  WBAI, 
New  York,  New  York  10016.  All  Pacifica  stations  are  supported  by  voluntary  contributions  of 
the  listening  audience,  usually  in  the  form  of  a  yearly  subscription  of  $25  for  a  family,  $15  for 
an  individual,  or  $10  for  a  student  or  retired  person.  Subscriptions  are  transferable  between 
Pacifica  stations.  All  donations  and  bequests  are  tax  deductible,  and  Pacifica  Foundation  is  a 
30%  organization.

FRANK 
LLOYD 
WRIGHT 


CENTENNIAL 
1869-1969 


During  June,  KPFA  is  presenting  a  series  of  six  specially  produced 
programs  to  commemorate  the  centennial  of  Frank  Lloyd  Wright,  the 
seminal  genius  of  modern  architecture.  The  programs,  prepared  by  Bruce 
Radde  of  the  University  of  California,  focus  on  Wright's  background,  his 
philosophy  of  architecture  and  life  and  his  enormous  impact  upon  the 
20th  century  environment. 
Wright's  name  would  have  had  a  prominent  place  in  the  history  of 
architecture  had  he  never  built  anything  after  1910,  but  in  fact  he  con- 
tinued to  contribute  revolutionary  new  structures  to  the  corpus  of  modern 
architecture  down  to  his  death  in  1959,  and  even  now,  he  remains  one  of 
the  most  important  and  controversial  figures  in  modern  art.  His  remarkable 
career  extended  over  more  than  seven  decades  and  had  such  great  in- 
fluence on  his  times  that  it  is  fair  to  say  no  architect  since  Michelangelo 
had  dominated  an  era  so  completely  nor  contributed  so  much  to  its  growth. 
In  this  series,  Wright  is  analyzed  both  critically  and  appreciatively. 
Bruce  Radde,  a  recognized  authority  on  Wright,  has  traveled  extensively 
to  interview  people  who  knew  Wright  as  clients  or  as  students  and  associ- 
ates. Program  participants  include  Wright's  son,  Los  Angeles  architect 
Lloyd  Wright;  the  world  famous  architect  and  engineer,  Richard  Buck- 
minster  Fuller;  writer  and  film  producer  Arch  Oboler,  a  long-time  friend 
and  client  of  the  architect;  and  Aaron  Green,  one  of  his  students  and  close 
associates.  Other  comments  are  offered  by  architects  Mies  van  der  Rohe, 
Eero  Saarinen,  Phillip  Johnson  and  Eric  Mendelsohn,  and  evaluations  in- 
clude remarks  by  Cary  James,  John  Kenyon  and  critic-historian  Bruno 
Zevi  as  well  as  recordings  by  a  host  of  clients  and  Professor  Walter  Horn, 

the  eminent  architectural  historian. 
Also  included  are  rare  recordings 
by  Wright  himself,  such  as  his  ac- 
ceptance speech  given  on  the  oc- 
casion of  the  award  of  the  Gold 
Medal  of  the  American  Institute  of 
Architects  in  1949. 
Recent  research  indicates  that 
Wright  was  actually  born  in  1867, 
two  years  earlier  than  the  date  he 
and  most  history  books  have  usually 
cited.  Nevertheless,  KPFA  takes  this 
opportunity  to  salute  and  evaluate 
this  pioneer  of  modern  architect.
